Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The definition and use of the term "substrate" in Asano was 
discussed. The Examiner's position was maintained that since the crystalline layer supports the amorphous layer, the 
crystalline layer functions as the support for the amorphous layer, i.e., the crystalline layer (thin film 1 1 or otherwise) is 
the substrate of the amorphous layer. While the device shown in Figures 4 and 5 also include a glass substrate 6, the 
crystalline layer 1 1 functions as the support of the amorphous layer 2; therefore, the claimed elements are not 
distinguished over the prior art. To distinguish the device of the instant invention over the device of Asano, the 
differences between the claimed crystalline substrate and the crystalline layers of Asano should be identified. 
Furthermore, in figure 1 of Asano, a crystalline substrate 1, having the identical function and structure of the claimed 
substrate is disclosed, the element differing in the use of a non-transparent rear contact. However, in figures 4 and 5, 
Asano teach that either the front or rear surfaces can allow light to enter. 
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
